The 
comparison sounds oddly, but we were reminded 
vividly in hearing it of velvet, of India-cubber 
and honey. These three elements of softness, 
elasticity and sweetness are its chief character- 
istics; and yet it has ample force as well ; like 
the potent hammer that can crush a huge cylin- 
der of iron or crack an ogg, this Voice includes 
powers of wonderful range and adaptability. It 
leaps forth at times with the sustained peal of a 
war clarion, and by daintiest gradations dies 
away again into “‘a sound so fine that nothing 
lives twixt it and silence.” 

Mille. ADELINA PAtTT1 has sometimes been 
copared, by those who wished to speak slight- 
ingly, with: a musical box, and it must be ad- 
mitted that dazzling finish of ‘execution is not 
only apt to suggest but to accompany the ab- 
sence. of breadth, passion and abandon. Yet 
while this is partly true of Apstita, we think it 

imaceurate as applied to CaRLorra. 
We have always been, indeed, of the number who 
deem the latter the superior of her famous sister 
in comprehensiveness, in feminine tenderness, in 
those attributes, in short, that establish the meas- 
ure of. lyriq.capacity. Their voices and the ac- 
quired mechanism that governs them differ less 
widely, although the natural character of those 


| organs must necessarily differ where there is, as 


we assume, 60 much variance. in their sympa- 
thetic qualities. Now, here we doubt whether 
the concert of Saturday, brilliantly successful as 
it was, exhibited Mile. Parr to the best possi- 
ble advantage.
